Her daughter, Ethel, has been condemned 
to death and her son, David, has been scn- 
— tencei±-to -IS-yenrs-in-prlsoiv-fot. jJasslng- on. 
atom-bomb secrets lor eventual transmis- 
sion to Russia. 

What, aj? their mother keeps asking her- 
self, ever possessed them to do snch a thing? 
What was it that poisoned their minds? 

We could offer a number of possible rea- 
Bons why Ethel and David Greenglass com- 
rnltteH treason by se)]lng out to the com- 
munists. 

Maybe that seed was sewn In their minds 
back In the days when President Roosevelt 
was creating class hatreds among the Ameri- 
can people. Maybe they were Impressed with 
alt the talk about "economic royalists" and 
."money changers." It could have taught them 
to despise everyone of means and to distrust 
everyone who had been successlul In life. 

Or possibly 'they were influenced by some 
associations in the public schools. There may 
have been among their teachers perhaps some

May- 
be down deep In their hearts they believed 
Uiat Russia may have had something better 
to offer those In their particular walk of life. 
Maybe that poison was first fed into their 
tnlnds by some of this country's political 
(pellblndeni, and their resentments in turn 
had a tendency tO-pol£on the minds of their 
children. 

Yes, Mrs, Greenglass, there are many rea- 
sons why your children's minds may have 
been poisoned. You can at least take some 
comfort in the thought that they may not 
have befn entirely to blame. 



The whole moral fiber of this country has 
degenerated during the time your children's 
tnlnds were poisoned, and the underlying 
cause of it all may be the type of leadership 
We have had In Washington for a good many 
fears.
